“J a p a n has been very reluctant to 
send ships into the harbor, for she 
recognized the international character 
of .Shanghai and that th e laws of neu­ 
trality dem anded that China should or­ 
der the Askold and the Grozovoi to 
dism antled or leave tho port, and that 
sh*' h a v ing given the order that the 
Russian 
ships had 
refused, it was 
then incum bent for Ja p a n to act, th e re ­ 
by protecting Chinese neutrality and 
at tho sa m e time exerting her rights 
as a belligerent, 
“ It would never h ave done to per­ 
mit Russian ships to remain in a Chi­ 
nese port, deliberately and avowedly 
violating the neutrality of the coun­ 
try.

American com m ander if he really did 
as reported, it is certain that no com­ 
plications will follow.”
